No other part of the Far East 
ig so plagued by wretches who- 
batten on visitors, us ls Hong7 
kong. Certainly, no major cily 
Is free of assorted pests, but no 
other city has so many alleged 
“authorised” tourist agencies 
which speciallse in lifting fat 
commissions from their clicut’s 
purchases. 


Tt has almost become a mis- 
fortune that Hongkong has been 
so widely described as a “'shop- 
per’s paradise” and most visi- 
tors arrive with the Intention of 
garnering many of the supposed 
bargains. Now, on entire new 
‘Industry’ hos been hullt 
around thia—that of the people 
who squeeze commissions from 
any possible source. 


This is organised racketecring, 
really, and It should be treated 
og such. Already the favour- 
able margin Hongkong had over 
Japan in the matter of shopping, 
is narrowing rapidly. On top of 
that, no visifer can even com=- 
plain about service in Japan 
—and squeezing Js almost un- 
known in the plices — fre- 
quented_ ‘by the average tour- 
Ist. Strangely cnough, the 
Japanese will victimise other 
Japonese—especioily in small 
bars and cheap cabarets, but 
seem to leave foreigners well 
alone In this respect. 


Not needed 


As English is so widely 
spoken in Hongkong, tourists 
don't really need guides or 
escorts—particularly for shop- 
ping. Furthermore, no other 
part of the Far East has daily 
newspapers which carry so much 
advertising space from shops, 
stores, restaurants and bars. It 
is simplicity itself for any visi- 
tor to go about his dally rounds, 
just by following the dailles and 
using them os guides. 


It shouldn't be asking the afr- 


Unes and shipping companies 
too much, ¢o issue their passen- 
gers with some instructions 
along these Ilnes—and strongly 
sue rest to them that they use no 
guides whatsoever for shopping. 
If thls is explafned to them as

Shopping in Hongkong is no 
more difficult for o stranger 
than London or Copenhagen— 
and this fact needs impressing 
on visitors, Somchow or an- 
other, they have the precon- 
eelved notion that they need 
“help” in such a strange 
(exotic) place. 

Admittedly, some are so dumb 
they need dragging around like 
kids from a kindergarten, but in . 
general,’ most should be told to 
“go it alone’ on thelr shopping 
excurslons, i 

Telling them exactly where to 
shop ang what to pay for mer- 
ehandics, would be a etiff 
order, But there's no reason 
why they can't be educated 
into being a bit more Independ- 
ent In this aspect of their 
sojourm.

Anyway, if more effort isn’t 
put Snto the drive to clean up 
Hongkong in this respect, it
